The regular meeting of the Planning 
Board was called to order by the Chairman, 
John F. Brisbin, at 7:30 p.m.

The proceedings of the regular meeting 
of December 3, 1959, were approved.

The tabled appeal to rezone the S.E. 
corner of South Genesee Drive and Ver- 
linden Avenue was further discussed. Mr. 
Halterman representing property owners 
in the area stated that they are opposed to 
the rezoning of this property. Archie 
Fraser, attorney for the petitioner, stated 

that he had nothing further to add. 


It was moved and supported that we 
recommend to the City Council that the 
petition by Harry Andros to rezone Lots 
10 and 11 of Block 4, Espanore Addition 
(S.E. corner of South Genesee Drive and 
Verlinden Ave.), from “B” One Family 
Residence District to “J’? Parking District, 
be not granted, and that we suggest to the 
City Council that the proper zoning for this 
property is “A” One Family, ‘B’” One 
Family, or “D-1’ Professiona] Office Dis- 
trict. 


Commissioner Sinas disqualified himself 
from voting on this matter. 


Motion carried by a 5 yea and 2 nay vote. 


Mr. Gordon Long appeared in connection 
with the petition for rezoning of property 
at the N.W. corner of S. Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue and Jolly Road, which had been re- 
quested to be rezoned from ‘“‘A’”’ One Family 
Residence District to “E-1’’ Drive-In Shop 


and “D-1” Professional Office District, 
stated that he would like to change the 
request to rezone to “E-1” Drive-In Shop 
and “D-M” Multiple Dwelling District. 
Attorney Carl Reagh represented Mr. Long 
in showing sketches of the proposed build- 
ings to be placed on this property. 


It was moved and supported that we 
recommend to the City Council that Lot 
105, 106, and the west 40 feet of Lot 107, 
Lyncott Park No. 2, be rezoned from ‘‘A”’ 
One Family Residence District to ‘‘D-M’’ 
Multiple Dwelling District, and the east 
25 feet of Lot 107, and entire Lot 108 (N.W. 
corner of South Pennsylvania Avenue end 
Jolly Road), be rezoned from ‘A” One 
Family Residence District to ‘“‘E-1’”’ Drive-In 
Shop District, providing for a 25 foot buffer 
strip on the north and west sides of the 
property. 


Motion carried by an 8 yea and 0 nay 
vote, 


It was moved and supported that we 
recommend to the City Council that the 
petition by Emanuel Pilgrim Holiness 
Church to rezone property beginning at 
the N.E. corner of property described as 
that part of the southwest 144 of Section 32, 
T4N, R2W, Township of Lansing, described 
as commencing at a point 58144 rods east 
of, and 2 rods north of the southwest corner 
of said Section, thence north 177 feet, 
thence east 160 feet, thence south 177 feet, 
thence west 160 feet to beginning; thence 
south 177 feet, thence west 160 feet, thence 
north 48 feet, thence east 60 feet, thence 
north 30 feet, thence east 60 feet, thence 
North 32 feet, thence west 22 feet, thence 
north 72 feet, thence east 62 feet to point 
of beginning, from ‘A’? One Family Resi- 
dence District to “J’? Parking District, and 
the balance of the property from “A’’ One 
Family Residence District to ‘‘B’” One 
Family Residence District (19386 West Jolly 
Road), be granted with screening to con- 
sist of an evergreen planting with a 
mature height of 5 feet 6 inches on the 
north and east and a low evergreen plant- 
ing between the sidewalk and the parking 
area on the south of the parking area 
because the requested zoning is a logical 
use of the property in question, being 
located along a major thoroughfare and is 
the location of an existing church. 


Motion carried by an 8 yea and 0 nay 
vote. 
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Mr. Allan Leepa, 1023 North Capitol 
Avenue, stated that the property owners in 
the area of 1032 North Capitol Avenue are 
opposed to the rezoning of any property 
in this area. 


It was moved and supported that we 
recommend to the City Council that the 
petition by Robert Quandt to rezone the 
west 1% of Lot 12 and the west % of the 
north 8 feet of Lot 11, Block 41 (10382 
North Capitol Avenue), from “C’” Two 
Family Residence District to “D-1’’ Profes- 
sional Office District, be not granted. 


Motion carried by an 8 yea and 0 nay 
vote. 


It was moved and supported that the peti- 
recommend to the City Council that the 
petition by Leon Schneeberger to rezone 
Lots 24, 25, and 26, Delta River Drive 
Estate No. 1, and Lots 6 and 7, Delta River 
Drive Estate (2700 block of Morningside 
Drive and 3200 block of Sunnylane and 
8300 block of Sunnylane), from ‘A’? One 
Family Residence District to ‘“C’ Two 
Family Residence District, be not granted 
because the requested zoning would con- 
stitute “spot zoning,’’ would not be in 
conformity with the principles of the Mas- 
ter Plan, and would be a two-family use 
in an entirely new single family area. 


Motion carried by 8 yea and 0 nay vote. 


A letter from Theodore Swift, attorney 
for Herbert Cooper, asking for the tabling 
of Mr. Cooper’s petition to rezone property 
in the 1800 block of West Mt. Hope Ave- 
nue, was read. 


It was moved and supported that we 
tion by Herbert Cooper to rezone property 
commencing at the S.W. corner of Lot 
No. 1, Country Club Manor, thence south 
88 degrees, 27 minutes, east 117 feet along 
the south line of Lot No. 1, thence south 
1 degree, 18 minutes, west 125 feet to the 
north line of Mt. Hope Avenue, thence 
north 88 degrees, 27 minutes, west 117 feet, 
thence north 1 degree, 18 minutes, east 
125 feet to the point of beginning (1800 
block of West Mt. Hope Avenue), from 
‘D-M” Multiple Dwelling District to “D-1” 
Professional Office District, be tabled for 
30 days. 


Motion carried. 
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It was moved and supported that we 
recommend to the City Council that screen- 
ing in connection with the “J” Parking 
area at 1804 South Logan Street consist 
of an evergreen planting with a mature 
height of 5 feet 6 inches on the west and 
south sides, and a low evergreen planting 
between the sidewalk and parking area on 
the east side of the “J”? Parking area. 


Motion carried by an 8 yea and 0 nay 
vote. 


A letter from the Park Board to the City 
Council and referred to the Planning Board 
regarding the sale of Lots on Olds Avenue 
between Buffalo and Everett Streets, was 
read. The probable use of these lots in 
connection with the development of the 
connector for the inter-state highway ac- 
cording to the Master Plan was discussed. 
It was pointed out that if these vacant lots 
are sold and permitted to develop by private 
owners, the cost of acquisition when needed 
would be many times their present sale 
price. 


It was moved and supported that we 
recommend to the City Council that Lots 
78, 79, 80, 81, 82, 88, 84, 85, 86, and 87, 
Riverecrest Subdivision, located on Olds 
Avenue, between Buffalo and _ Everett 
Streets, be not sold at this time, and that 
the communication to the City Council 
point out the proposals in the Master Plan 
and their effect on these lots. 


Motion carried by an 8 yea and 0 nay 
vote. 


Copies of a letter from downtown mer- 
chants directed to the Board of Water and 
Light and the reply of the Board of Water 
and Light regarding an alley in the 100 
block of North Washington Avenue was 
read and placed on file. 


A brief report on the total requests by 
departments for each of the next six years, 
and the total expenditures against revenue, 
for each of the next 6 years, were read 
and briefly discussed. 


The meeting adjourned at 9:58 p.m.

The proceedings of the regular meeting 
of January 7, 1960, were approved. 


Mr. Archie Fraser, Attorney, again ap- 
peared before the Board to discuss the peti- 
tion for the rezoning of property at the 
north end of Comfort Street. Letters from 
the Board of Public Service and the Park 
Board regarding their possible interest in 
this property were read. It was also re- 
ported that the Board of Water and Light 
has no interest in this property. After dis- 
cussion regarding the possible use of this 
property by the Park Board and the future 
use as indicated by the Master Plan, it 
was moved and supported, that we rec- 
ommend to the City Council that that part 
of the East half of Southwest one-quarter 
and West half of Southeast one-quarter 
lying North of Manufacturer’s Railroad 
and South of Grand River, Section Five 
(5), T4N, R2W, containing 26 acres, more 
or less, (Comfort Street extended, north 
of Willow Street), be purchased by the 
City of Lansing for use as a land fill area 
and subsequently used as a park area or 
be sold for warehousing or other use when 
and if suitable access is provided by the 
proposed Manufacturer’s Highway. In the 
Planning Board’s judgment this area would 
be useful for land fill and this water front- 
age would be ideal for future City park 
use. Further, it is desired to bring to the 
Hon. Council’s attention the fact that this 
land is shown as future park land on the 
map of the recently adopted Master Plan. 


Lost by a 2 yea and 4 nay vote. 


It was moved and supported, that that 
part of East half of Southwest one-quarter 
and West half of Southeast one-quarter 
lying North of Manufacturer’s Railroad 
and South of Grand River, Section Five 
(5), TAN, R2W, containing 26 acres, more 
or less, (Comfort Street extended, north 
of Willow Street), owned by George Preg- 
ulman, be rezoned from “A” One Family 
Residence District to “H’? Light Industrial 
District and that it be so recommended to 
the City Council. 


Lost by a 5 yea and 1 nay vote. 


It was then moved and supported, that 
we recommend to the City Council that that 
part of East half of Southwest one-quar- 
ter and West half of Southeast one-quar- 
ter lying north of Manufacturer’s Rail- 
road and South of Grand River, Section 
Five (5), T4N, R2W, containing 26 acres, 
more or less, except a 50 foot strip along 
the river bank, (Comfort Street extended, 
north of Willow Street), be rezoned from 
“A”? One Family Residence District to ‘‘H” 
Light Industrial District and that the 50 
foot strip along the river bank remain in 
its present zoning classification. 


Adopted by a 6 yea and 0 nay vote. 


Mr. Theodore Swift appeared before the 
Board to present plans and drawings of 
the proposed structure in the 1800 Block 
of West Mt. Hope Avenue. After discus- 
sion of the present and prospective sur- 
rounding uses, it was moved and supported, 
that we recommend to the City Council, 
that property commencing at the South- 
west corner of Lot No. 1, Country Club 
Manor, thence South 88°27’ East 117 feet 
along the South line of Lot No. 1, thence 
S. 1°18’ West 125 feet to the North line 
of Mt. Hope Avenue, thence North 88°27’ 
West 117 feet, thence N. 1°18’ East 125 
feet to the point of beginning, (1800 Block 
of West Mt. Hope Avenue), remain in its 
present zoning classification. 


Lost by a 4 yea and 2 nay vote. 


Commissioner Neller arrived at 9:20 p.m. 


Mr. Harold Davis of Walter Neller Com- 
pany reviewed history of the shopping cen- 
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ter at the N. W. corner of Cedar and Jolly 
Roads and asked for favorable considera- 
tion of a petition to rezone part of the 
property to “E-1” Drive-In Shop District. 
After checking the parking ratio and real- 
izing that the ratio is not adequate, Mr. 
Davis said he could no longer support the 
petition. It was moved and supported, that 
the petition by Lansing Center, Inc., to 
rezone property commencing 1297.7 feet 
East of the South % post, Section 33, 
thence North along South Cedar Street 
140 feet, thence West 140 feet, thence 
South 140 feet, thence East 140 feet along 
Jolly Road to place of beginning, except 
the Southeast 27 foot square. (These fig- 
ures are over and above all road right-of- 
ways), (Northwest corner of South Cedar 
Street and Jolly Road), from “J” Parking 
District to “E-1” Drive-In Shop District, 
be tabled and proper parking ratio worked 
out with the petitioner. 


Motion carried. 


It was moved and supported, that we 
recommend to the City Council that the 
petition by the Church of Christ to rezone 
the West 80 feet of the East 100 feet of 
the South 120 feet of Lot 13, Block 2, Oak 
Crest Sub., from ‘A’? One Family Resi- 
dence District to “B’? One Family Resi- 
dence District, and the balance of Lot 13, 
all of Lot 12 and West % of Lot 14, Block 
2, Oak Crest Sub., also vacated M.E.R.R. 
R.O.W. described as beginning at a point 
485.5 feet East of S.E. corner of Lot 1, 
Fosterdale Sub., thence Northwesterly 172.2 
feet along Westerly line of said R.O.W. 
to a point 143 feet North of North line of 
Holmes Road, East 60.2 feet to Easterly 
line said R.O.W. Southeasterly 172.2 feet, 
West 60.2 feet to beginning, on Section 
28, from ‘‘A’? One Family Residence Dis- 
trict to “J’? Parking District, (300 Block 
East Holmes Road), be granted, because 
the property is located on a major thor- 
oughfare and adjacent to a commercial 
area. Screening on the “J’’ Parking area 
to consist of an evergreen planting with a 
mature height of 5’6” on the North and 
West lines of the “J’? Parking area. 


Adopted by 7 yea and 0 nay vote. 


Mr. Harold Davis of the Walter Neller 
Company discussed the proposed shopping 
area at the Northwest corner of Grand 
River Avenue and West Willow Street. 
stating that it is their intention to main- 
tain an adequate off-street parking area 
and called attention to the deteriorating 
condition of property in the immediate 
area. After discussion of the necessary 
parking area, it was moved and supported, 
that we recommend to the City Council 
that the West 67 feet of Lot 6 and the 
West 67 feet of the South 69 feet of Lot 
7 and the West 67 feet of the North 20 
feet of Lot 5 and the South 125 feet of 
Lot 8, (1300 Block of N. Grand River 
Avenue and the 300 Block of West Willow 
Street), be rezoned from “C” Two Family 
Residence District to “F’” Commercial Dis- 
trict, also the South 125 feet of Lot 9, be 
rezoned from “B” One Family Residence

District to “F’’ Commercial District, also 
the North 20 feet of Lot 2 and 3, be re- 
zoned from “D-M” Multiple Dwelling Dis- 
trict to “F’? Commercial District, also the

feet of the South 69 feet of Lot 7 and all 
of Lot 5, except the West 67 feet of the 
North 20 feet and the balance of Lots 7 
and 8, be rezoned from “C’? Two Family 
Residence District to ‘J’? Parking District, 
the balance of Lot 9 be rezoned from ‘“B” 
One Family Residence District to “J” 
Parking District, also the balance of Lots 
2 and 8, all of Lot 4, and a portion of Lot 
1, described as beginning at the North- 
west corner of Lot 1, thence South 83 feet, 
thence East 33 feet, thence South 15 feet, 
thence East 24 feet, thence North 48 feet, 
thence West 57 feet to the point of begin- 
ning all being a part of Robinson & Car- 
rier’s Sub., being a replat of Lots 1 and 2, 
Block 25, be rezoned from “D-M” Multiple 
Dwelling District to “J’? Parking District, 
providing for a properly treated redwood 
or cedar fence, said fence to be of the 
louvered type with boards running perpen- 
dicular to the ground and five feet six 
inches in height on the West boundary of 
the “J”? Parking area and low evergreen 
plantings on the South boundary of the 
“J” Parking area. Commissioners Mussel- 
man and Neller disqualified themselves from 
voting on this petition. 


Lost by a 5 yea and 0 nay vote. 


A letter asking that the petition to re- 
zone lots 7 and the West 2/3 of Lot 8, 
Block 59, (S.E. corner Saginaw and N. 
Sycamore Street), from “D’” Apartment 
District to “E-1’ Drive-In Shop District, 
be tabled until further notice. It was moved 
and supported, that the petition be tabled. 


Motion carried. 


It was moved and supported, that we 
recommend to the City Council that the 
West 20 feet of Lot 45, Reo Park Addition, 
be rezoned from “C” Two Family Resi- 
dence District to “J’? Parking District, and 
the balance of Lot 45, Reo Park Addition 
(1730 South Cedar Street), be rezoned from 
“C” Two Family Residence District to 
“FEF”? Commercial District. 


Motion carried by a ‘7 yea and 0 nay 
vote. 


It was moved and supported, that we 
recommend to the City Council, that the 
final Plat of Country Club Park #2, be 
approved. Commissioner Neller disqualified 
himself. 


Motion carried by a 6 yea and 0 nay vote. 


It was moved and supported, that the 
tentative Plat of Walter Neller Company’s 
Business & Professional Mart Plat be 
tentatively approved. Commissioner Nel- 
ler disqualified himself from voting.

Tomp- 
kins, 922 May Street, further emphasized 
these facts in adding that activity and 
.lights in a gasoline filling station would 
further be detrimental to their residential 
properties. 


This petition was referred to the Zoning

A letter from Leo A. Farhat, Attorney 
for Donald L. Deeb, requesting that the 
hearing regarding the rezoning of Lots 58, 
59, 60 of McPherson’s Inverness Subdivi- 
sion, (1800 Block West. Shiawassee Street), 
from “B” One Family Residence District 
to “J” Parking District be put over from 
May 5, 1960, until June 2, 1960, to enable 
him to be present. Approximately 20 resi- 
dents of the area appeared in protest of 
the petition, filing a petition of protest 
signed by 46 people.

The Director reported that it has been 
requested that consideration be given to 
the feasibility of a library site on the east 
side of the 100 block of N. Washington 
Avenue. This matter was referred to the 
Public Lands and Buildings Committee.

The regular meeting of the Planning 
Board was called to order by the Chairman, 
Max G. Stoakes, at 7:30 P.M.

The proceedings of the regular meeting 
of November 3, 1960, were approved. 


Mr. Al Nussdorfer explained the draw- 
ings and plot layout of the property in the 
900 block of Vernon Avenue, which he has 
requested to be rezoned to “G-2” Whole- 
sale District. 


He stated that it would be occupied by a 
warehouse with adequate off-street park- 
ing and that land already zoned for ware- 
housing is too costly. 


John Zemer, 3516 Pennsylvania; Melvin 
Curdy, Jr., 3532 S. Pennsylvania Avenue ; 
Richard Mulder, 3517 Gelnwood; John W. 
McKenzie, 3520 S. Pennsylvania Avenue; 
Jack Bailey, 3516 Glenwood; Rosemary and 
Richard Nickoff, 38533 Glenwood; stated 
that they live adjacent to or near this 
vacant property and believe that a ware- 
house on this property would be detrimental 
to their properties. 


They called attention to the number of 
trucks that would be using their residen- 
tial streets which would hazardous to the 
children in the area. 


They also pointed out that the area on 
the east side of Pennsylvania Avenue is 
already zoned for the proposed use and 
believe that their area should be preserved 
park to the north. They pointed out that 
as a residential area with the adjoining

rats from the wholesale area on the east 
side of Pennsylvania have invaded their 
area and expressed a fear the warehousing 
in their residential area would cause them 
to be over run by rats and the like. 


The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 


Mr. Harry Hubbard, Attorney for Trevell- 
yan Corporation appeared in favor of the 
rezoning in the 3400 block of E. Michigan 
Avenue, stating that it was commercially 
zoned while in the township and that it 
should again be zoned commercial. 


One being questioned as to where off- 
street parking might be zoned, Mr. Hub- 
bard stated that their plans are indefinite 
and such they cannot be disclosed at this 
time, and, therefore, it is impossible to de- 
termine the area which might be zoned “J” 
Parking District. Also, he stated, that he 
recognizes the importance of off-street 
parking. He also stated that the rezoning 
of this property is not a pressing matter 
at this time and at a later date it might 
be possible to determine areas for ‘‘J”’ 
Parking District. 


The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 


Mr. William Langham appeared in favor 
of his petition to rezone property at 5518 
S. Cedar Street, stating that he has no 
plans for its development but wants to be 
in a position to sell it industrially or com- 
enealy as the opportunity may present 
itself. 


The matter was referred to the Zoning 
Committee. 


Romayne Hicks, real estate broker, rep- 
resented the petitioners in the rezoning of 
property in the 5900 block of S. Cedar St. 
and presented drawings showing the pro- 
posed development of a Howard Johnson 
Motor Lodge and Restaurant upon this 
site. 


He pointed out that this would be adja- 
cent to the new inter-state highway and 
that the entire site would be developed 
with the exception of the strip for the 
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highway. He stated that the development 
would consist of a 110 unit motel and a 
restaurant with a possible seating capacity 
of 110. ‘ 


The matter was referred to the zoning 
committee. 


Mr. Sherwood Berman appeared in favor 
of the rezoning of property at 1109 Moores 
River Drive to ‘“F’’ Commercial District 
stating that the present building will be 
removed on the corner and a new porcelain 
exterior building 80 feet by 46 feet will be 
erected in the S.W. corner. 


This building will be used as a gas sta- 
tion as well as a sales outlet for tires, bat- 
teries, etc., but because of pump locations 
it will be difficult to set aside a “J” Park- 
ing area. 


He stated that the building would face 
Logan Street with curb cuts on Moores 
River Drive and Logan Street. 


The Director was requested to discuss 
the traffic and curb cut problem with the 
Traffic Engineer and Mr. Berman was re- 
quested to submit to the Planning Board 
within the next two weeks a drawing show- 
ing where ‘J’ Parking zoning might be 
located. 


The matter was referred to the zoning 
committee. 


Mr. William Forgraves appeared in favor 
of the rezoning of 285 acres of property at 
Miller Road and S. Pennsylvania Avenue, 
stating that it is his belief it is too late to 
ant to develop this rpoperty residen- 
tially. 


He pointed out the fact that this prop- 
erty had been commercially zoned along 
Pennsylvania Avenue before annexation. 
He also pointed out the location of a gravel 
pit on the east side of Aurelius Road, the 
railroad and Consumers Power right-of- 
way running along the edge of the prop- 
erty. He stated that the property could be 
residentially developed. 


The matter was refererd to the Zoning 
Committee. 


It was moved and supported that we 
recommend to the City Council that: 


Lots 33 and the North 22 feet of 
Lot 34 and the East 50 feet of the 
South 17 feet of Lot 32, Cedarbrook 
Subd., (3100 Block S. Cedar St.), 


owned by Sterk & Vogel, be rezoned from 
“E-1’? Drive-In Shop District to “F’’ Com- 
mercial District, and that Lot 32, Cedar- 
brook Subd., except the East 50 feet of 
the South 17 feet be rezoned from “El” 
Drive-In Shop District to ‘J’? Parking 
District. 
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Motion carried by an 8 yea and 0 nay 
vote. 


It was moved and supported that we rec- 
ommend to the City Council that the peti- 
tion by B. E. Brown and H. R. Whitecraft 
to rezone property: 


Commencing at a point 397.75 feet 
East of North 1% post of the N.W. 4 
of Section 8, T3N, R2W, running 
thence South 165 feet, thence East 
229.72 feet, thence North 165 feet to 
the North line of said Section 3, thence 
West 230.14 feet to the place of begin- 
ning, (1020 E. Jolly Road), 


from ‘‘A’? One Family Residence District 
to “H’ Light Industrial District be not 
granted because the proposed zoning would 
be an encroachment on, and detrimental 
to, the surrounding existing potential resi- 
dential property. 


Motion carried by an 8 yea and 0 nay 
vote. 


It was moved and supported that we 
recommend to the City Council that the pe- 
tition by Grandville C. Sigourney to re- 
zone: 


Lot 1, except the North 132.0 feet 
thereof, Block 2, Assessor’s Plat No. 
16, City of Lansing, Ingham Co., Mich- 
igan, (112 Leslie Street), 


from ‘“B’ One Family Residence District 
to “J”? Parking District be granted except 
the South 33 feet of the West 491% feet of 
the property with screening to consist of 
a 4 foot continuous evergreen planting 
with a mature height of at least 5 feet 
six inches on the south and west sides 
which are bounded by residential zoning. 


Motion carried by an 8 yea and 0 nay 
vote. 


It was moved and supported that we 
recommend to the City Council that the 
petition by Alfred J. Spagnuolo to rezone 


Lot 1, Block 3, Cadwell’s Addition, 
(1400 Block S. Logan Street), 


from ‘“B’ One Family Residence District 
to “E-1” Drive-In Shop District, be not 
granted, but that this property ,as well as 
Lot 18, Block 3, Cadwell’s Addition, be 
rezoned from “B’ One Family Residence 
District to ‘“‘D-1” Professional Office Dis- 
trict. 


Motion carried by an 8 yea and 0 nay 
vote. 


It was moved and supported that we 
recommend to the City Council that the 
petition by William J. Warner to rezone 
property: 
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Commencing at a point on the west 
line of Pennsylvania Avenue, which is 
1,078.1 feet (recorded dimension 1,078.8 
feet) north and 90 feet west of the 
south 4 post of the southwest 4 of 
Section 3, T3N, R2W, thence west 229 
feet, thence southerly 310.3 feet, thence 
east 239.6 feet, thence north 310.1 feet 
to point of beginning, except the north 
240 feet of the east 135 feet, (5802 S. 
Pennsylvania Avenue), 


from ‘‘A’”? One Family Residence District 
to “F’? Commercial District be granted, 
and that the: 


North 240 feet of the east 135 feet 
of this property, 


be rezoned from ‘A’? One Family Resi- 
dence District to “J” Parking District. 


Motion carried by an 8 yea and 0 nay 
vote. 


It was moved and supported that the 
petition by Alice R. Youngs and Walter 
Neal ,to rezone property in the City of 
Lansing, Ingham County, Michigan, de- 
scribed as: 


Lots 1, 2, and 3, Battenfield Subdivi- 
sion; being a part of the N.E. % of 
Section 4, T3N, R2W, also that parcel 
described as: 


Commencing at a point 33 feet East 
of the intersection of US-127 and the 
North line of Section 4, thence South 
198 feet; thence East to the West line 
of said Battenfield Subdivision ; thence 
North 198 feet; thence West along the 
North ilne of said Section 4 to the 
place of beginning, (5103 S. Cedar St. 
and 586 Jolly Rd.), 


from ‘A’? One Family Residence District 
to “F’’ Commercial District, be tabled for 
30 days. 


Motion carried. 


It was moved and supported that we 
recommend to the City Council that the 
petition by Bessie Gallagher and Mid-State 
Builders, Ine. to rezone: 


The east 45% feet of the west 194 
feet of Lot 9, Assessor’s Plat 18, City 
of Lansing, (1817 East Kalamazoo), 


from ‘“C’? Two Family Residence District 
to “D-M” Multiple Dwelling District, be 
granted, because the proposed zoning is a 
logical extension of an area presently 
zoned “D-M” Multiple Dwelling District. 


Motion carried by an 8 yea and 0 nay 
vote. 


It was moved and supported that we 
recommend to the City Council that the 
petition by Capital City Convalescent Cen- 
ter No. 3, Ine. to rezone: 
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The east 58 feet of Lots 10 and all 
of Lots 11 and 12 and Lot 138, except 
the east 20 feet of the south 200 feet, 
Brierly Hills Subd., 


from ‘A’? One Family Residence District 
to “D” Apartment District; 


The east 20 feet of the south 200 feet 
of Lot 18 and the south 200 feet of 
Lot 14 and the south 200 feet of the 
robin 66 feet of Lot 15, Brierly Hill 
ubd., 


from ‘A’? One Family Residence District 
to “J” Parking District, (1200 Block Mary 
Avenue), be not granted, because the re- 
quested zoning would permit the expansion 
of a present poorly located use and would 
be spot zoning in an entirely single family 
residence district and would further com- 
pound the harm caused by the existing 
convalescent home. 


Adopted by an 8 yea and 0 nay vote. 


It was moved and supported that we 
recommend to the City Council that the 
petition by John R. Tyler to rezone: 


Lot 9, Block 2, Sparrow’s Subd. of 
Lot 1, Block 14, Townsend’s Subd. of 
that part of Section 20 lying north of 
the Grand River, (1112 Olds Avenue), 


from “D’’ Apartment District to “F’’? Com- 
mercial] District be granted. 


Motion carried by an 8 yea and 0 nay 
vote. 


It was moved and supported to the City 
Council that the petition by Capital City 
Convalescent Center No. 2, Inc. to rezone: 


The south 30 feet of the west 46 feet 
of Lot 6, Brierly Hills Subdivision, 
(1823 Mary Avenue), 


from ‘J’? Parking District to “D’ Apart- 
ment District be not granted because the 
requested rezoning would reduce and dis- 
rupt the uniformity of the present parking 
area and screening requirements and cause 
a further shortage of parking spaces. 


Motion carried by an 8 yea and 0 nay 
vote. 


It was moved and supported that we 
recommend to the City Council that the 
Plat of the San-Franklin Subdivision be 
approved. 


Motion carried by an 8 yea and 0 nay 
vote. 


The Urban Renewal Committee reported 
on their investigation of Urban Renewal 
for the City of Lansing. 
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It was moved and supported that we 
recommend to the City Council that the 
Mayor be authorized to have prepared a 
workable program for submission to the 
Housing and Home Finance Administrator 
and that the Planning Board be authorized 
to-~hire the necessary person to gather and 
prepare the information. 


This recommendation is based on the 
Planning Board’s opinion that an urban 
renewal program would be advantageous 
to the City of Lansing since it would help 
to clear blighted areas which are now an 
expense to the City and make them an 
asset to the City; also that the necessary 
code and ordinance enforcement in connec- 
tion with an approved workable program 
would be beneficial to the City. 


It is also the conclusion of the Board 
that any necessary personnel in connection 
with the planning of any urban renewal 
project, as well as such time as may be 
devoted to any phase of urban renewal by 
personnel in other departments, is also 
chargeable to a given urban renewal pro- 
gram. 


Therefore, the cost to the city would be 
held to a minimum since 2/3 of all costs 
in urban renewal will be paid by the Fed- 
eral Government. 


It is the belief of the Board that any 
re-location problems which may become 
necessary to the clearance of a residential 
area can be handled without federal hous- 
ing. 
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During the past two (2) years consider- 
able progress has been made in revising 
and up-dating various codes and ordinances 
as well as the Master Plan, to enable us 
to qualify for approval of a Workable 
Program. This places the City in a posi- 
tion to consider an urban renewal program 
at this time. 


The revision of the Housing Act in Oc- 
tober of 1959 also permits clearance of 
non-residential areas for future non-resi- 
dential use. This would include such areas 
as a Central Business District. 


Motion carried by an 8 yea and 0 nay 
vote. 


The Director called attention to the 
Board of their action at their last meeting 
in tentatively adopting a revision of the 
Major Thoroughfare Plan and discussed 
the necessity of a public hearing. 


It was moved and supported that the 
matter of a Public Hearing on the revised 
Thoroughfare Plan of the Master Plan be 
tabled until after a meeting has been held 
with the City Council. 


Motion carried. 


The meeting adjourned at 10:40 P.M.
